A former Boy Scout official 
from Russiaville was sentenced to. 
three, years in prison Wednesday, 
after he pleaded guilty to a Class 
D feiany charge of child molesta- 
tion; l 

Janes A. Hanson, 47, 1050 W. 
Road 150 South, received the max- 
imum prison sentence for a Class 
D conviction after he admitted in 
Howard Circuit Court that he had 
molested boys who were under his 
supervision in a Boy Scout troop. 

Haison pleaded guilty to one 
Class D felony count that accused 
him of fondling or touching a 
youth between August 1989 and 
Feqnaryl990. . , " 
. According; to testimony during* 
■the hearing, Hanson was 
suspected of molesting 28 boys on 
a ^frequent basis/' and admitted 
to- having sexual contact with 12 
youths. 

In inposing the sentence, Judge 
R/ Ahn 8rubaker rejected a pro- 
bation officer's recommendation 
of 18 months of incarceration and 
participation in a Tipton County 
work release program, followed 
by, lSmonths of prooacion. 

Brubaker said that although 
there were mitigating factors in 
the case, they were far outweigh- 



ed by aggravating factors. The 
factors, according to the judge, 
included providing sexually ex- 
plicit material to young boys to 
engage them in sexual activity. 

Brubaker said Hanson had vio- 
lated the trust of the boys who had 
been placed in his care.' their fam- 
ilies and bad also violated the 
trust of his church. 

The judge said that based on the 
probable cause information sub- 
mitted in the case and the presen- 
tence investigation report there 
appeared to have been "a series of 
violations over a number of 
years." 

Brubaker wondered aloud if 
there had been repeated offenses 
and why the state had only filed 
one or two charges as Class D 
felonies. He said if the case 
against Hanson was serious, it 
should have been treated ^that 
way. The way the case** was 
charged made it difficult for him - 
to impose sentence, Brubaker 
said, 

.Along with the three-year prison 
term, Brubaker ordered Hanson to 
pay for any counseling alleged 
victims might require, uo to a 
total of $10,000. 

Hanson has been identified as 
the former scoutmaster of Trooo 



519. He was charged with tv 
Class D felony counts of chi. 
molestation last August tfarou% 
an investigation conducted by th 
Howard County Sheriff Depar 
ment. 

Thomas £. VanTyle, 26, 
Russiaville, a former ass is tar 
scoutmaster for Troop 5X9, wa 
also charged with two Gass 
felony counts of child molestatic 
as a result of the investigation. H 
pleaded guilty to one of th 
charges and was ordered to serv 
three years of supervised probi 
tion. 

During VanTyle's sentencing 
hearing Feb. 20, Brubaker said h 
suspended a three-year prisor 
term because of .the cir 
cumstances of the case, an . 
because VanTyle was also a "vie 
tim M of molestation. According tc 
testimony provided during th 
hearing, VanTyle was molested a 
a child by Hanson, who was the- 
the scoutmaster of the troop. 

The molestation of VanTyi 
began at age 11, when he was 
member of Troop 519. and the in 
cidents continued up to the time hr 
was arrested on the Circuit Cour 
charges, defense attorney John C 
Woodsaid.

Two former Soy Scout leaders 
in Kokomo each have been 
charged with two counts of 
child molesting and are sus- 
pects in alleged molestations in- 
volving 35 other boys. Howard 
County sheriffs investigators 
said Tuesday. 

Warrants are expected to be 
issued today from Howard Supe- 
rior Court for Thomas Vantyie. 
25. of Russiaviile and James 
Hanson. 46. of western Howard 
County. 

3oth men have admitted thefr 
involvement in 39 molestations 
of teen-age Scouts and non- 
Scouts, said Sheriffs LL Don 
Howard. 

"They have both been cooper- 
ative In our investigation." 
Howard said. 

The allegations, which date to 
1978. surfaced tn March when 
a youth reported a molestation 
attempt to his parents. Howev- 
er, the statute of limitations has 
run out "on many of the allega- 
tions, and the Howard County 
prosecutor's office is expected to 
pursue oniy the two charges 
that each faces.
